the concluaion that it will not do just 
now 
to antagonize the Granger 
element.

New Y ork . No v. 5 .— It was just twanty - 
five minutes after 10 o’clock Tuesday night 
when the explosion occurred that upset the 
Andre monument, on Andre hill, in Tappau, 
end shattered the base into » thousand 
{iiecei. I* was the third and most success­ 
ful 
of 
the attempts 
to 
d estro y 
the 
monument. The report of the explosion 
was terrific. 
The earth for milos » round 
trembled as though an earthquake had 
shaken it 
Several buildings in Clo ster, 
five miles |to the south, had every pano ol 
glass broken. 
Dwelling-house# on the slop­ 
ing skies * of Hook mountain, two miles tc 
the north, shook until the crookery in them 
rattled, and there was not a building in 
Spartclll or Closter but suffered to greater 
or leas extent When the shock came the 40C 
inhabitants of Tappan awoke in trembling 
houses, amid the crash of smashing glas« *. 
Two hundred feet south of the monument is 
a large frame house, occupied by Mr. K. 
Simons and his family . The house was badly 
shattered. 
Forty panes of glass fell out of 
the windows. The first man who reached the 
scene of the explosion was George Vanzi- 
lan.
